Place the cabbage 
upon the cutting board and :lice fine— 
measure eight cups, which mdke the 
two quarts required. Likewlse slice the 
green tomatoes and cucumbers, peel, 
seeds and all. Remove the stem and 
seeds from the pepper and slipe fine. 

Place the sliced vegetables in tne 
large kettle—a procelain lined one 1s 
good—and mix in the seasonings, tu- 
meric for its yellow color, the ceelery 
seed, mustard seed and the bag con- 
taining the whole cloves and allspice, 
and last, the salt. Stir in the browu 
sugar and then the vinegar, being care- 
ful not to break the vegetables. 

Heat the pickles to the ndiling point 
and: then cook gently until the vege- 
tables are tender—from twenty to thirty 
minutes. Remove the spice bag. Taste, 
adding more salt or vinegar to suit. 

Fill the hot pickles into the sterilized 
jars, adjust new rubbers and lids and 
seal. Or pour into a sterilized stone 
crock; place a plate over the pickles 
and lay a: weight upon it. .Cover the 
crock with a cloth tightly secured or @ 
heavy brown paper. In any event, store 
the pickles in a cool, dry place ior win~ 
ter pleasure.

It begins to look 
as though he has let himself jn for a 
diet of crow as appetizing to him as 
one of tapioca pudding the size of a 
postage stamp Served to a typhoid fever 
convalescent. 

CUTTING 

Cutting of New Mexico has been 
rather a-novel figure in Washington 
politics. It is rather well known that 


he is the son of Mrs. Bronson Cutting, 
whose position in Long Island’s snob- 
bier sociaY circles is beyond question. 
It is related that overstudy at Harvard 
broke down the health of the rich Mr. 
Cutting, that he went-out to New 
Mexico, regained his health, made a 
few millions on his own account and 
turned up as a United States Senator, 
over the objections of the kind of 
Republican politicians with whom 
Albert B. Fall had important’ associ- 
ations. Cutting is so much of Cam- 
bridge and so little of Albuquerque, the. 
Old Guard does not quite dope him 
out. yet he keeps on voting his own 
convictions.

millers did not stop him from win- 
ning a Republican Senatorial nomina- 
tion. He ts tall and fat’and bald and 
dumb, but withal courageous and in- 
stinctively honest. 


HOWELL 


Howell, of Nebraska, is a man who 
began to go “radical’ when he was jn 
charge of the municipally owned pub- 
lic utilities of Omaha. He was a mem-
